Mastery of Clay Bird Game a 


Matter ol Doing, < 


DESCRIPTION OF THE SPORT 


What a Clay Pigeon Is — Scientific 


Aspects of Shooting—Novices Profit 
By Advice) of Experts—Visitors Al- 
ways Welcome. • 


By Saaauel Wesley Long. 


Trapshooting, like base ball, can- 


not be fearned through a "correspond- 
ence course,;" nor: from 
any other 


printed description. If you want to 
become a trapshooter you must get 
out on the firing line and master the 
game, to the extent of your ability, 
by actual!^ '[playing" it. 


In general, trapshooting consists of 


shooting wi|h a ; shotgun 
at 
disc- 


shaped targets thrown from a trap 
propelled with a strong spring. • 


An ope& field, preferably with the 


sky as a background, is the shooting 
grounds. TM trap is located in a trap 
house, a low-lying-structure, half un- 
derground. The back, top and sides 
of the trap house are made of heavy 
timber to protect the trap boy, who 
places tha targets in the trap. The 
front, of. course, is open to permit the 
flight of the targets. 


The first Bring line is sixteen yards 


In the rear of the trap house. The 
pegs—starids for the shooters—flve. in 
number—are spaced ten feet apart In 
a circular-s;weep. 'Handicap stations, 
for use in handicap tournaments, are 
located on arcs corresponding with 
the 16-yard, vor first firing line, and at 
17, 18, 19, • 20, 21; 22 and 23 yards 
back of the'trap house, which is on a 
line with the. center peg—No. 3 of all 
the arcs. The trap is set and sprung 
by a "puller" operating a lever back 
of the 23-yard Hire,. 


The targets are thrown a distance 


of fifty yards from the trap in direc- 
tions controlled by the trap boy and 
unknown, beforehand, to the shooter. 
Tlie three ,types,_of targets, deriving 
the designation from the direction in 
which they . are thrown, : are right- 
quartering, 
left-quartering 
and 


straightaway. 
The target resembles 


a saucer, b^eing round and hollow. It 
is made of river silt and tar moulded 
to shape under pressure and is ap- 
proximately .4'4 inches outside diam- 
eter, 1 1-8 inches high outside, with 
3-1 (i inch Walts. .-' 


After the shooters have taken their 


positions at the score, each in turn 
calls "Fuir—the command to the 
pu'Jer to spring the trap that throws 
the "clay ''pigson." 


The result of the shot is announced 


>y -the referee ^as "dead," "lost" or 
'no bird,'' respectively, if the target 
is broken,.;njiM;'.% or the target is not 
Icsal for IVaTiona" prescribed reasons. 
•tn the latter case jhe shooter is per- 
mitted to shoot again. 


The 
shooters 
usually 
shoot 
in 


squads of five, firing in rotation. After 
a certain niimber of shots-have been 
flrec! by each 
contestant 
from his 


original position, the man on No. 5 
peg changes to No. 1, and the other 
four shooters move down a peg. Num- 
ber 4 goes to peg five, No. 3 to peg 
four, etc. After the required number 
cf shots ha<»'^ ^ecn fled in this order, 
the shooter* ajaia move down one 
with the man wbo had moved from 
No. 4 to No. 5, going to No. 1 sta- 
tion, and so on, until each shooter 
has shot an equal number of shots 
from all flve positions. This is done 
to equalize tjle conditions under which 
all tho participants shoot. 


From tho foregoing one is Ukely to 


set the impression that trapshooting 
i.s exceedingly simple, but when it 
conic:? to .mastering all too details of 
the shooter's part in the sport, it is 
quite as intricate -am! scientific as 
base hall .or any other eame. How- 
ever, any one, with instructions and 
practice, can acquire soaa degree of 
proficiency 
in "busting 'ern," while

As to the scientific phases of the 


sport, the shooter begins with tUe 
mechanics! advantage ojf a gun and 
an:mi!ni::oa that will do! their part if 
he does his. The personal equation 
comes in when the shooter must de- 
cide wbat he is going to do to stop 
the flight of a target that is streak- 
ing its way through the air at a spe«3 
tkat would dismay the swiftest birj. 


mine whether he will shoot directly 
It the target, ahead of it, above it, 
both above it and ahead of it, below 
It, ahead and below it, etc. His decis- 
ion may be further complicated by the 
effect of wind on both the charge of 
shot and the flight of the target, and 
numerous other considerations. 


But despite all the difficulties of be- 


coming an expert, the way of the be- 
ginner is made pleasant and easy by 
the helpful advice of the members 
of "the old guard" of 
trapshooting 


clubs, at any of which, it may be re- 
marked, the visitor or aspirant for 
honors is sure of a, hearty welcome, 
and will find guns .and ammunition 
for the use of the uninitiated. 


On the whole, trapshooting is a 


game of absorbing interest and grip- 
ping fascination, as has been proved 
by Its wonderful growth in popularity 
and the type of men to be seen at the 
traps finding healthful recreation la 
this clean,' amateur sport.

back to life in the breasts of owners 
of the birch bark craft, something is 
sure to happen.

That something takes the form of a 


canoe trip in the case of a consider- 
able number of men who love to dip 
their paddles in some 
sequestered 


stream, glide swiftly out of earshot 
of the hub-bub and rush of a metropo- 
lis and enjoy the-freedom and health-j 
fulness of the open country. 


A large proportion of those who 


take these trips feel that to come 
away without a gun is to leave an im- 
portant accessory of the luggage be- 
hind. Still they are not satisfied to 
merely shoot at stationary targets, 
and under the new game laws, hunt* 
ing has been restricted, so that any 
new method of gratifying the natural 
desire to shoot meets with instant 
and 
enthusiastic 
approval when it 


supplies moving targets. 


Hence 
the 
introduction of hand 


traps will meet the peculiar require- 
ments of propellers of the birch bark 
as nothing else can. Weighing only- 
six pounds and capable of folding into 
a compact bundle, the hand trap may 
be readily stowed under the thwarts 
of the canoe, and upon landing is 
quickly and easily made ready to pro- 
pel the' "clays" with the speed^of the 
wind or to -lazily sail straightaway 
out over the stream. Any angle, from 
a right or left quartering "bird" to a 
dead straight one, and any distance 
up to 80 or 100 yards, wtthf the "skim- 
mer" upside down, on'edge or in any 
other conceivable position, may be re- 
leased from this portable trap capa- 
ble of suiting the need of, the most 
ardent "gun bug."

Tbe missing Is tmdoubtedly caused 


by faulty Ignition or carburetlon, and 
It seems more Hfcely that the former 
is tne caose. First look.for short cir- 
cuits. Operate the motor In the dark 
at a moderate rate of speed, and note 
whether any sparks jump from any 
part of the wiring to the motor or 
frame. 
Inspect the insulation of all 


the wires for worn or broken spots 
where a short circuit to the frame 
might be produced. Any such spots 
should be taped or the wires replaced. 
Next examine the brushes on the mag- 
neto. Any that are worn on the ends 
should be amoothed off or reRlaced w> 
that a good electrical contact is ob- 
tained. See that the breaker points are 
smooth enough, to meet squarely and in 
adjustment—that ia, the gap between 
them, when they are separated; should 
be between one-thirty-second and one- 
sixty-fourth of an Inch; Also note 
whether the Insulation in the bw ;'ier 
box Is in good condition and whetaer 
there is any possibility of a short cir- 
cuit either due to this or dirt or oil.

Mechanical Expert of Kansas College 


Gives Farmers Advice Baseo en 


Practical Experience.

tires, says Professor Wirt, because the !

son. The wide tire does not cut so 
deep and makes a better track on roads 
which are traveled while the ground Is 
soft The wide tire packs the sur- 
face Into a firm roadbed. 


The experiments show that In coin- 


fields, plowed fields, Held lanes, and 
on pasture and on alfalfa land, the 


I draft of the wide tire is considerably 
! less no matter what the condition of 
the soil.

In places where the mud is deep I 


and rolls up on the wheels, in ruts 
made by narrow wheels, or in a sur- 
face of mud with a hard ground be- 
neath, the narrow tir,* will pull more 
easily. 
The narrow wheel fits the 


, rut, on the hard bottom of which it 
runs, and it collects less mud than 
the wide tire. 


Width of tire and height of wheel 


have a great effect upon the draft 
The usual width of the narrow tire 
is one and three-fourths inches, while 
the wide tire is usually three or four 
inches wide. The tires used in the 
tests were one and three-fourths and 
four inches wide respectively. Six- 
inch wheels are used only on low 
trucks. 
One type of wheel rarely 


I found is the low wheel with narrow 
tire. The draft with this is so great 


I that a team can hardly pull a load 
in soft field surfaces. 


A farmer who can afford only one

Mastery of Clay Bird Game a 


Matter ol Doing, < 


DESCRIPTION OF THE SPORT 


What a Clay Pigeon Is — Scientific 


Aspects of Shooting—Novices Profit 
By Advice) of Experts—Visitors Al- 
ways Welcome. • 


By Saaauel Wesley Long. 


Trapshooting, like base ball, can- 


not be fearned through a "correspond- 
ence course,;" nor: from 
any other 


printed description. If you want to 
become a trapshooter you must get 
out on the firing line and master the 
game, to the extent of your ability, 
by actual!^ '[playing" it. 


In general, trapshooting consists of 


shooting wi|h a ; shotgun 
at 
disc- 


shaped targets thrown from a trap 
propelled with a strong spring. • 


An ope& field, preferably with the 


sky as a background, is the shooting 
grounds. TM trap is located in a trap 
house, a low-lying-structure, half un- 
derground. The back, top and sides 
of the trap house are made of heavy 
timber to protect the trap boy, who 
places tha targets in the trap. The 
front, of. course, is open to permit the 
flight of the targets. 


The first Bring line is sixteen yards 


In the rear of the trap house. The 
pegs—starids for the shooters—flve. in 
number—are spaced ten feet apart In 
a circular-s;weep. 'Handicap stations, 
for use in handicap tournaments, are 
located on arcs corresponding with 
the 16-yard, vor first firing line, and at 
17, 18, 19, • 20, 21; 22 and 23 yards 
back of the'trap house, which is on a 
line with the. center peg—No. 3 of all 
the arcs. The trap is set and sprung 
by a "puller" operating a lever back 
of the 23-yard Hire,. 


The targets are thrown a distance 


of fifty yards from the trap in direc- 
tions controlled by the trap boy and 
unknown, beforehand, to the shooter. 
Tlie three ,types,_of targets, deriving 
the designation from the direction in 
which they . are thrown, : are right- 
quartering, 
left-quartering 
and 


straightaway. 
The target resembles 


a saucer, b^eing round and hollow. It 
is made of river silt and tar moulded 
to shape under pressure and is ap- 
proximately .4'4 inches outside diam- 
eter, 1 1-8 inches high outside, with 
3-1 (i inch Walts. .-' 


After the shooters have taken their 


positions at the score, each in turn 
calls "Fuir—the command to the 
pu'Jer to spring the trap that throws 
the "clay ''pigson."

squads of five, firing in rotation. After 
a certain niimber of shots-have been

peg changes to No. 1, and the other 
four shooters move down a peg. Num- 
ber 4 goes to peg five, No. 3 to peg 
four, etc. After the required number 
cf shots ha<»'^ ^ecn fled in this order, 
the shooter* ajaia move down one 
with the man wbo had moved from 
No. 4 to No. 5, going to No. 1 sta- 
tion, and so on, until each shooter 
has shot an equal number of shots 
from all flve positions.

ion may be further complicated by the 
effect of wind on both the charge of 
shot and the flight of the target, and 
numerous other considerations. 


But despite all the difficulties of be- 


coming an expert, the way of the be- 
ginner is made pleasant and easy by 
the helpful advice of the members 
of "the old guard" of 
trapshooting 


clubs, at any of which, it may be re- 
marked, the visitor or aspirant for 
honors is sure of a, hearty welcome, 
and will find guns .and ammunition 
for the use of the uninitiated. 


On the whole, trapshooting is a 


game of absorbing interest and grip- 
ping fascination, as has been proved 
by Its wonderful growth in popularity 
and the type of men to be seen at the 
traps finding healthful recreation la 
this clean,' amateur sport.

canoe trip in the case of a consider-

lis and enjoy the-freedom and health-j 
fulness of the open country. 


A large proportion of those who 


take these trips feel that to come 
away without a gun is to leave an im- 
portant accessory of the luggage be- 
hind. Still they are not satisfied to 
merely shoot at stationary targets,

turkey wag in a class by itself, and 
was known as the king of domestic 
birds, but by, scientific breeding the 
White Hollant variety bag become a 
dose rival of'the old favorite and 
promises to gain in popularity over 
the Bronze within a very few year?, 
says an Illinois writer in Farmer's 
Review. 


There was a time when I read ad- 


vertisements which described the 
White Holland turkey as "the kind 
that stays at home." I could scarce- 
ly believe that it was in accordance 
with a turkey's nature, whatever breed 
they chanced to be, to "stay at home. 
Personal experience has proved that 
the White Holland will not wander 
as do the Bronze -and Bourbon Red, 
the only other varieties of the tur- 
key family with which I am ac- 
quainted.

In the laying season White Holland 


hens are content to neat in any build- 
ing about the-place, in straw shed* or 
nearby shocks of com and do not 
resent being disturbed. 


When the poults are very young it 


la not necessary to keep the turkey- 
hen penned up more than a week, for 
she will go only a $ew yards from thw 
coop, 3K she seems to realize the help- 
lessness of her flock.

Tbe mlsBlng Is tindoubtedly caused 


by faulty Ignition or carburetlon, and 
it seems more lifcely that the former 
is the canse. First look.for short cir- 
cuits. Operate the motor in the dark 
at a moderate rate of speed, and note 
whether any sparks jump from any 
part of the wiring to the motor or 
frame. 
Inspect the insulation of all 


the wipes for worn or broken spots 
where a short circuit to the frame 
might be produced. Any such spots 
should be taped or the wires replaced. 
Next examine the brushes on tbe mag- 
neto. Any that are worn on the ends 
should be smoothed off or reRlaced so 
that a good electrical contact is ob- 
tained. See that the breaker points are 
smooth enough, to meet squarely and in 
adjustment—that is, the gap between

What ie the cause of carbon? 
Carbon deposit is caused by the car- 


bon in the oil or gasoline being set 
free by the heat of combustion. If 
the mixture Is too rich there will not 
be enough air for combustion of ail 
the carbon in the gasoline, and there- 
fore after the explosion takes place 
some carbon ia the form of a very one 
powder will remain. This is caught by 
tiie oil ou the walls of the combustion 
chamber, and the heat gums the oil 
holding the carbon until the final- re- 
sult is a hard mass of carbon held to- 
gether by a tough, cement-like gum- 
med oil. In the same way, if too 
much oil is fed to tbe motor, an ex- 
cess reaches, the combustion chamber, 
arid the heat burns part of it but 
leaves some of the carbon, which, re- 
mains on the wall until removed;

WIDE TIRES IMPROVE ROADS j 


Mechanical Expert of Kansas College 


Gives Farmers Advice Baseo en 


Practical Experience.

son. The wide tire does not cut so 
deep and makes a better track on roads 
which are traveled while the ground Is 
soft The wide tire packs the sur- 
face Into a firm roadbed. 


The experiments show that In coin- 


fields, plowed fields, Held lanes, and 
on pasture and on alfalfa land, the 


I draft of the wide tire is considerably 
! less no matter what the condition of 
the soil.

In places where the mud is deep I 


and rolls up on the wheels, in ruts 
made by narrow wheels, or in a sur- 
face of mud with a hard ground be- 
neath, the narrow tir,* will pull more 
easily. 
The narrow wheel fits the 


, rut, on the hard bottom of which it 
runs, and it collects less mud than 
the wide tire. 


Width of tire and height of wheel 


have a great effect upon the draft 
The usual width of the narrow tire 
is one and three-fourths inches, while 
the wide tire is usually three or four 
inches wide. The tires used in the 
tests were one and three-fourths and 
four inches wide respectively. Six- 
inch wheels are used only on low 
trucks. 
One type of wheel rarely 


I found is the low wheel with narrow 
tire. The draft with this is so great 


I that a team can hardly pull a load 
in soft field surfaces. 


A farmer who can afford only one
